Ci.tiiolic Religion, withotit which they 
cannd b« domiciled in the lalat.d 


Art 3d. All peraonsadoii ted utider 
the precediag article «uat make oath ol 
fidelity, allegiance, and anbmission to 
t «e laws of indica,to which tke Spaniard« 
are subject. 


Art 3d. After five yeara' residence 
in the Island, the settlera ard their chll 
dren shall be entitled to all the ri^iiu 
and privileges of naturalisation, aad may 
hold any office of honour, whether civii 
Ol mili ary. 


A t 4Lh. The 
white settlera ahall 
ntvwr be aubjcct to any personal tax, 
and khall pay oiily one dollar a year foi 
eoch of their slaves, and not until th« y 
ahall have reaided ten yeara in the la- 
laud.
